This "explosive novel" was defin- 
itely less than the sum of its parts! 

This, however, is not to say that I 
didn't enjoy the book.

And Bill DuBay's 
stories are always exciting, even if 
editor Will Richardson did a hor- 
rendous job in tying them together. 

And finally, Gonzalez' drawing 
of VAMPIRELLA on the introduc- 
tion page was a visual delight! I'm 
glad Warren Publishing has elected 
to employ large illustrations such 
as this on the contents page. The 
excessive type used in previous 
issues has not been very appealing!

When I first saw the cover of 
VAMPIRELLA #89 I thought, 
"Hey, I've seen this cover some- 
where before!" 

Sure enough! And that wasn't the 
only thing that I had seen before! 
The entire book was familiar! It 
was the third VAMPIRELLA re- 
print issue in the last seven! One 
might think that Warren Publish- 
ing is on the skids, it's doing so 
much reprinting. Thank goodness 
for the contents page illustration 
by Jose Gonzalez. It, at least, gave 
me one new thing for my money. 

I was pleased, however, to see 
that even though the stories had 
been published before, they were 
revised and modified for their sec- 
ond outing. Three pages were 
dropped, one splash panel was flip- 
ped and there was extensive 
redrawing throughout. And in a 
couple of instances I suspect that 
we were seeing the original art for 
the first time. 

The real revelation, however, 
came in 'the last three pages of the 
issue. I was amazed at how much 
better the new dialogue fit the illus- 
trations than the previous text did. 
These pages were more suitable as 
an epilogue to Vampi's Drakulon 
adventure than as a prologue to 
VAMPIRELLA's Hollywood tales, 
as used previously. 

But best of all, it finally estab- 
lished the Drakulonian ancestry of 
Pantha, something we all simply 
had to assume until now. 

I can't close without commenting 
on the best thing that new VAMPI- 
RELLA editor Will Richardson has 
done so far. Editorial commentator 
Joe BrancatelU is gone. At last! Ira- 
la! Tra-la! Not that Brancatelli's col- 
umn didn't raise some good points 
occasionally, especially when he 
wrote about the business end of the 
comic book industry. But on every- 
thing else his opinion was as good 
as the next clown's. And no matter 
what the quality of his opinions, I 
wonder if there is a place for such 
personal editorializing in a purpor- 
tedly entertainment magazine. I 
hope that in the future we 11 see the 
space once occupied by BrancatelU 
put to better use!
